For Community Chest 


Appointment of 22 representative 
citizens to serve as the Budget 
Committee of the Community Chest 
of Albany, Berkeley and Kensitig- 
ton for the current year was an- 
nounced recently by Alfred E. 
Maffly, Chest president. 

Under the chairman ship of 
Bruce L. Zimmerman, principal of 
Burbank Junior High School and 
long active in community welfare 
matters, the Budget Committee is 
composed entirely of yoluntecrs, 
who will study the welfare needs 
wof the community and recommend 
to the Chest Board the amount to 
be granted each participating 
agency to carfry on its particular 
services. ~ 

Divided into three sub-commit- 
tees, the Budget Committee will 
conduct special studies of agency 
needs as they develop during the 
year, Zimmerman states. The sub- 
committees deal with assigned 
agencies in the fields of family and 
child welfare, boys and girls (group 
work) services, and “campus” 
agencies serving young people of 
the University. 

Growth in population during and 
since the war, carry-over social 
problems resulting from the war, 
higher costs of rendering welfare 
services, all combine to make the 
role of social agencies difficult in 
view of limited budgets, it is re- 
ported.
